Conference to approve those prisiciples of the 
bill under which all pubiic elementary schools, 
their teachers, and managers are to be brought 
under complete popular control, and under 
‘which creed tests for teachers are to be abol- 
ished, Around this proposition a great fight 
raged. And never was the good ‘temper, the 
toleration,andlevel-heade néss ofthe Teaches! 
Conference more strikingly illusteated. Men. 
and women came into the Payilion Hall 
burning with” suppressed passion, Roman 
Catholic teachers and (-hurch of England | 
teachets all grimly determined to fight this 
motion to the bitler end. Two deeply-conr 
vinced denominationalists, Mr. Crowther, of 
BoJton, and Mr. Fleming, of Oldbam, followed: 
' mé in violent opposition, asking the Conference 
substantially ta Jeave the denominational 
system untouched. For-two liours the debate 
centred around religion. And yel no word was, 
said that could hurt anybody's feelings. Ex." 
tensions of time were mast esly given even 
to those who were obviously in a hopeless 
minority, and a most admirable tone and 
lemper wefe mamtained throughout, The 
whole incident was the finest exhibition of 
steady discipline and self-restraint on the part. 
af 2,000 penple- massed together that ever’ 
T have winessed in a long public career, 
Would that those who will beat the Drum 
Eeclesiastic. in the country for the next 
six months would Iearn to perform the opera- 
tien so decorously. : 

My resolution approving the main principles 
of the bill was adupted by an overwhelming: 
majority, not more than from Sixly to one 
hundred hands being held upagainst iti The’ 
Conference thereafter promptly declared for an 
ad hoc authority for London: for an increase 
in the membership of any provincial authority 
where it appears that the thrusting of education 
upon the Municipal Council has caused the 
control of education to pass out of the hands 
of the people's representatives and into the: 
hands of the paid official ; and for authority to 
‘pay the travelling expenses of members of 
education committees whereyer distances are’ 
involved. Thus ended easily the most memor-, 
able of the hundred odd sessions of the thirty’ 
seven annual conferences of the N.U.T. 5
